My dear Flock: 

One of the greatest move- 
ments of our day is that which 
concerns itself with corporal 
works of mercy. The various 
activities of the Movement are 

pularly known as “Social 
Eervice.” The attention of prac- 
tically everybody has been called 
to the different forms which so- 
cial service or relief work takes 
by having become,familiar with 
the objects on which a Commun- 
ity Chest fund is spent. 

‘In Fort Wayne the fallowing 
activities are encouraged and 
supported by the Community 
Chest, or a fund raised each 
year by a concerted city-wide 


drive. 

Child Welfare, Family Service 
Bureau, Humane Society, Hos- 
pital and Home Service, Red 
Cross, Rescue Home and Mis- 
sion, Salvation Army, Visiting 
Nurse League, Workers for the 
Byind, Wheatley Social Center, 
College Club Day Nursery, 
Dental Clinic, Boy Scouts of 
America, Girl Scouts, Pixley Re- 
lief Home. 

About five per cent of the 
Community Chest Fund is given 
tothe Associated Catholic Char- 
ities to be used for service 
among the Catholic people. The 
Lutherans receive about one-half 
as much as the Catholics, and 
the Jews about one-seventh as 
mich as the Catholics. In 
Cleveland, Detroit, and Cincin- 
nati, Catholics are given about 
twenty per cent of the Com- 
munity Chest.
